The maps sent by Cheetham are 
war maps, recording campaigns 
during the feudal period. The maps 
do not pose a question of transla- 
ticn but there is definitely a ques- 
tion of which side goes up. 

How the titles of the books, writ- 
ten in complicated Japanese hiero- 
glyphics, will be recorded on cata- 
logue cards is still a matter for 
conjecture. What letters in the al- 
phabet the cards will be filed un- 
der is something that will have to 
be decided when the cards are com- 
pleted. Meanwhile, if library staff 
inembers ure seen attempting to 
adapt their Spencerian script toe 
Japanese hicraglyphics, it will be 
evident that the process of cata- 
loging the Japanese books is under 
full swing, 
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Library Has Problem 


The presentation of four Jap- 
anese books and a portfolio of maps 
to the R. I. State College Library 
by Robert N. Cheenam, Jr., Phi 
Sigma, Class of ’42, has involved 
the library in a postwar Japanese 
problem with the end not yet in 
sight. In accordance with estab- 
lished library policy, the books, all 
in Japanese text, must be cata- 
logued by subject and title. And 
therein lies the main complica- 
tion. 

Cheetham’s letter accompanying 
the books has proved invaluable to 
the staff in the cataloging. After 
finding a horde of books in the 
basement of a fire bombed naval 
headquarters building at MKuie, 
Japan, largest Japanese naval base, 
Cheetham selected four of the 
books which had suffered the least 
water damage and established their 
subject matters with the aid of an 
interpreter. 

Thanks to this anonymous inter- 
preter, the library staff needs no 
Japanese dictionaries to know that 
one book deals with Siberian live- 
stock, although the degree of ccv- 
etousness has not yet been deter- 
mined; another book is concerned 
with fairs or exhibitions, one of 
the illustrations being that of a 
“human torpedo,’ revealing what 
the Japanese then considered ap- 
propriate for a fair or exhibition; 
a third book, ironically enough, is 
on the Nagoya Pan-Pacific Peace 
Exhibition from March 15 to May 
81, 1937; a fourth book, appropri- 
ately enough, is a collection of dis- 
aster records.
